GOLF HANDICAPS. 


Pseudo Scratch Man Doomed. 


The Royal and Ancient Club 
have at last taken the initial step 
towards putting all golf handicaps 
on a uniform basis, says a write 
in the London Observer. It is 
realised’ that no cut-and-dried 
system can be satisfactory unless 
a player is in possession of two 
handicaps—a club and a national 
one, The man who plays much 
on one course is in a favourable 
position to win competitions and 
pocket all the sweepstakes, and 
in order to give the other members 
of the club some sort of -chanca 
the Committee is compelled 
pericdically to review his handi- 
cap, ard, of course, to reduce it, 
As a direct consequence the old 
evil is perpetrating; players at- 
tain toa position which they 
cannot p ssibly support when 
thoy travol outside their immedi- 
ate club circl*, They live con- 
stantly in an atmosphere of 
ground, and when they visit other 
and better courses they are im- 
mediately discovered. ‘The pro- 
cess is. both humiliating and 
painful. It very often happens 
that these “ fraudulent” golfers 
are quite blameless in the mat. 
ter; an unmerited handicap har 
been forced upon them because « f 
the low standard of play at their 
one and only club. How ofter. 
has one heard the apologia. 
‘Oh, Lam supposed to be seratch, 
but really my handicap ‘is about 
four?” In the large majority of 
cases this is a perfectly truc 
estimate of one’s golfing ability, 
but absolutely worthless for the 
object of obtaining sympathetic 
treatment. The other fellow 
accepts you at your face value, 
and you must do the best you 
can to live up to your paper 
reputation. 


No system of uniform hanc- 
icapping can possibly be of any 
value that does not remove such 
an absured anomaly. The St. 
Andrew's authority has not 
failed to recognise it, and it is 
suggested that the difficulty can 
be met by a player, who sa 
wishes, being given a national 
handicap in addition to his club 
allowance, For instance, it nay 
very. well be that you are rated 
at five at the club at which you 
are a member and ton on the 
national. basis. You become 


‘}therefore, a sort of Jekyll and 
' Hyde. 


Presumatly, a national 
handicap would be allotted on the 
basis of returns made at threo or 
more courses of a championship 
standard. This would be a severe 
enough test in all conscience, and 
I can well imaginé that. only a 
few enthusiasts would care to 
undertake it. The great mass 
of players -are concerned only 
with their club handicap, which, 
in most cases, is a sufficiently 
baad business for one ‘golfing 
ify. . 


A STUPENDOUS TASK. 
- So much for one aspect of the 
subject.. Now we come -to .the 
larger issue--the fixing of a

Truly, itis a 
stupendous task and. one that is

If the matter is brought 
‘o its notice the  inovitable 
reply is, “We have no official 
knowledge of the’ form of 
the particular gentleman in 
question because he never 
bothers about medals or com- 
petitive events,” What it comes 
tois this: Either he is a better 
golfer than ‘his allowance of 
strokes suggests, or that others 
are masquerading out of sheer 
vanity under too low a handicap. 
Generally the latter is the case, 
and that being so they thorough- 
iy deserve to lose their money. 
By no system of uniform hand-. 
‘capping would it be possible to 
deal adequately with the man 
who declines for obvious reasons 
o disclose his real game. He 
would take every care that when 
the time same for the allotment 
2f handicaps under a new system 
his chances of inducing older 
people to contribute largely to- 
wards the expenses of his golf 
would not be prejudiced, 


The mainte- ance of sympathe 
tic handicaps hgs contributed n . 
great measure to the present 
farcical condition of things. The 
Royal and Ancient in its pro- 
posala -recommends that “ all 
sympathefic handicapping should 
be discontinued.” By this is 
meant “the custom of leaving a 
Player at his .old handicap, 
although his play has coa ed to 
justify it, rather than hurt his 
feelings. This, though a natural 
thing to d> makes any reliable 
system impossible.” The plain 
truth is that there are hundreds 
of plus, scratch, und tow 
handicap men who have no right 
'o their title, and no one 
knows it better than themselves, 
But a false sense of pride 
prevents them coming . cour. 
ageously into the open and say-

IS IT A BOOMERANG? 


Scepties’ View of the Tax 
on German Goods. 


Will the Allies’ plins for obta‘n- 
ing reparation from Germany by 
retaining half the purchase price 
of imported German goods defeat 
their object and bo more harmful 
to themselves than to. their late 


jenemy ? 


The question is being asked in 
certain quarters with increasing 
insistence. The point of view. of 
the sceptics is stated in the 
following extract from letters in 
the Tines:— 

One correspondent argues that 
the scheme will break down 
unless we can set up a water- 
tight method of identifying Ger- 
man goods sent through other 
countries. But, even if this high- 
ly improbable condition could be 
satisfied (he adds), the scheme 
would be futile; it will be defeat- 
ed by a simple shifting of trade. 

Every advanced industrial 
country draws similar imports 
from many different sources and 
sends similar exports to many 
different destinations; every ong 
has within its borders nearly all 
trades, meets the same needs, 
partly by home production and 
partly by imports, and often 
exp rts and imports similar coin- 
modities.

The trend in national finance, we may say then. is in 
the right direction, but the question remains whether the 
economies are anything like commensurate with the needs. 
The aftermath of atime of terrific expenditure is eminently 
an occasion for retrenchment, the more so when the after- 
math synchronises with a period of commercial stagnation. 
Unfortunately,:a post-war period is only ‘too. likely to be 
attended with responsibilities not favourable to evonomy. 
The question thus resolves itself into one of whether the 
Government has effected all the economies practicable at the 
moment. In the third post-war Budget the fighting 
Services still absorb some 200 millions. Under the prevail- 
ing conditions we not ihink any case lies against the Govern- 
inent of excessive expenditure upon the Navy, and as things 
stand only the Army seems to offer niuch scope for retrench- 
ment, though the estimates for the Air Force might show a 
juster allocation as between military and commercial 
aviation. In regard to the Civil Estimates all the war-time 
Departments except the Ministry of Pensions have now 
been closed down, and one can but echo the hope expressed 
by a publicist at home that these are not being perpetuated 
under another name, their remaining work having been 
transferred to the permanent Departments. Not long ago 
‘st was stated by the Chancellor.of the Exchequer that there 

_were nearly 100,000 more employed. in Government offices 
* than at the date of the Armistice, but that they were all 
needed. This is surely a matter not only for surprise hut 
for investigation. If the assertion is correct, the Pre- 
mier’s flourish in August 1019, when he instructed heads of 
Departments to reduce stalls drastically, becomes ridiculous. 
There is ground: for: assuming that not only need but. 
room for further economy remains though it is only too plain 
that for many years to come, and even with relief by way 
of reparations, Budgets must continue to be on a heavy 
scale, Interest on debt alone congumes a great deal more 
‘than the whole Budget for the last pre-war year, and here 
the Government has done well in clearing off a substantial 
gum of both internal and foreign debt, beddes seeking to 
fund the floating debt. On the other side, it has to be 
noted that the Government. has -been very greatly assisted 
in thie by the windfall from the advantageous disposal ‘of 
surplus war stores. _ It is not a emall thing that, alone of 
the European countries engaged in the war, Britain has 
made her Budget balance. . ‘To do this has meant a strain 
npon industry, which has’ beeu. enormously relieved by the 
apolition of LP. D. Allowance must be made for.a transi- 
tion period, but, with the war further receding, the nation 
has a right toexpect that the next Budget. will 
“yppreciably larger reductions.

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AVIATION NOTES. 


(By ‘Meteorite.”) 


A marked point which makes 
itself perceptible to those interest- 
ed in thd debate in Parliament 
last week over the Air Estimates 
was the altered note expressed in 
the views of the Government on 
tho problem of Civil Aviation. As 
is generally known, the question 
has hitherto of the Government's 
choice, been submerged to one of 
military consideration, and thus 
in their aim to carry out this part 
ot the national defences pro- 
gramme, too little attention had 
been paid to the civil issue, with 
the result that the position has 
now been arrived at where the 
flimsily constructed organisations 
for the commercial operation of 
aeroplanes is threatened, with a 
total collapse in face of the com- 
petition of heavily subsidised 
foreigh companies. A yoar ago 
we were in possession of an 
admirable chain of workshops and 
commanding a production which 
should have placed us in the 
position of a first-rate air 
power or at least havo placed 
us. beyond the fear of any threat 
jrom’‘a foreign quarter; and what 
ig tho actual situation to-day? 
Nothing less than that the 
majority of the workshops had 
closed down, the production is 
brought down to a standstill, 
aviation concerns which were 
already in operation forced tuo 
suspend their services and foreign 
companies subsidised by their 
respective Governments, take 
their place, profiting by the ex- 
periencefor which our companies, 
against onormous difficultios and 
with heavy expenditure, had in the 
course of their'work accumulated. 
And who was responsible for all 
these? The reply was only too 
obvious. Itis thatthe companies 
concerned were given a lone 
hand with which to overcome 
vast odds, and the onus to pay 
vory heavily for’ the experiment, 
unsubsidised, and unassist- 
ed in tho competition 
foreign companies. Yor 
Government, their military policy 
has proved a regular boomarang, 
that, on the recoil, has paralysed 
all the aviation industry of the 
country, and consequently, a vital 
part in the national defences.

Now the news have just come 
through that the Government 
going against their previous 
policy, has decided to subsidise in 
tho case of the. two principal
